Raleigh, N. C., Oct. 19—President 


Roosevelt reached Raleigh at 9 o'clock; 
today. After visiting the capitol, tha 
President, went to the fair grounds* 
where he made an address. The plan 
originally made for Raleigh content* 
plated a breakfast at the governor'3 
hoiihe. but the sudden death of Govern- 
or Glenn's brother, necessitated 
tha 


cancellation of that part of the pro- 
gram. 


Caitful reading of the President's 


speech delivered at Raleigh today on 
the subject of railroad rate legislation 
reveals the fact that he has, to soraa 
extent, accepted the advice of certain 
leaders of the Senate. His previously; 
expressed views as to the methods to 
be employed in correcting 
the evilg 


now complained of have been modified 
so that the prediction seems warrant- 
ed that he will obtain the support oC 
many who have opposed his plan hith« 
erto, even that of Senator Foraker. 


Ic will be noted that tbe President 


no iouger insists on the rate regulat- 
ing power being conferred upon the 
inter-state commerce commission. Ha 
would provide for an "administrative 
body" whether it be the inter-state 
comerce commission or some other. It 
was against the granting of this power, 
to the commission as now constituted. 
that 
Foraker originally contended. 


The Ohio statesman and his followers 
also object to giving final jurisdiction 
in the mattei of fixing rates to either, 
the inter-state commerce commission 
or any other body of men. The presi- 
dent's Raleigh utterances make plain: 
that fle would expect the findings of 
the railroad rate-making body to be 
the subject of review by the courts. Ha 
would have the maximum rate fixed in 
any given instance go into effect ac 
once, or "within a reasonable time," 
and "stay in effect unless reversed byf 
the courts." 


The only enlarged powers he would 


insist upon conferring on the inter- 
state commerce commisison are those 
relating to the books and accounts of 
offending 
railroads. He 
wouid give 


the commission authority to make ex- 
haustive investigation of receipts and * 
expenditures in order that any evasion 
or violation of the law might be de- 
tected and would have the commission 
prescribe what manner of books should 
be kept by the railroads. 


If his Raleigh speech 
covers .the 


recommendations which the President 
expec's to make to Congress on tha 
railroad question in December, it is 
believed here that his plans will hava 
much smoother sailing than has gen- 
erally been predicted.

Columbus, O., Oct. 19. — Statistics 


just announced by the secretary o£ 
state for the year ending June 30 last 
show that women are more contented 
with their lot than are the men. At 
any rate only 78 women committed 
suicide in Ohio in the year while 278 
men shuffled off by their own hands 
in the same time. The figures show 
•a decrease in suicidal tendency in the 
last year, the number ef suicides be- 
ing only about 50 per cent of the num- 
ber in the year 1904. There were only 
2,599 inquests reported for the last 
year, while for 1904 there were 4,344. 


Telephone Deal. 


Toledo, O., Oct. 19.—Toledo capital- 


ists have formed a syndicate to buy 
a controlling interest in the Indian- 
apolis Telephone company and the 
new Long Distance Telephone com- 
pany, capitalized 
at ?1,400,000, for 


$710,000. The amount necessary to 
finance the deal was oversubscribed 
here. This will give the Toledo capi- 
talists 51 per cent of the stock. The 
plan to acquire the plant originated 
with James S. Brailey, Jr., president 
of the Toledo Home Telephone com- 
pany of Toledo, and leading director 
in the Cuyahoga Telephone company. 


Prisoners In County Jails. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 19. — Statistics 


given out by "the secretary of state for 
the year ending June 30 show that the 
cost of keeping prisoners in county 
jails of the state was lowest in Ham- 
ilton county, 39 cents per capita per 
diem. In Franklin county it is 55 
cents. There were 17,090 prisoners in 
all of the jails, of which 9,369 were 
Ohio born, 14,896 white, and 15,243 
were males. 


Seek an Injunction. 


Springfield, O., Oct 19.—The Crow- 


ell Publishing company, now engaged 
in a controversy with the printers 
and electrotypers in the eight-hour 
day proposition, have enjoined the 
printers from placing pickets about 
their plant, and appealed to Judge 
Kunkle to issue a similar order 
against the striking electrotypers.

Holder John Marker Who Was Shot Tuesday Evening Has 


Only Fighting Chance for Life-Pieces of Bullet and 
Particles of Bone Removed from Man's Brain by the 
Surgeons, 


John Marker, the molder who- was 


shot by a foreigner Tuesday evening 
in West Newark, will probably die as 
a result of his injury. It was at first 
thought that the wound was a slight 
one, 
but on Wednesday afternoon it 


was decided to perform an operation 
which developed the fact that the in- 
jury was almost necessarily 
fatal. 


Marker was put on the operating ta- 
ble a little after 2 o'clock, and Dr. D. 
J. Price performed the operation, as- 
sisted by Drs. W. C. Rank, H. H. Ba- 
ker and C. P. King. 


It was soon ascertained that the op- 


eration -was more extensive than was 
at first supposed, and it was after 5 
o'clock when it was concluded. 


The physicians found that the bul- 


let had entered above the right eye, 
and had penetrated 
the skull. 
The 


fracture at the point of entrance, of 
the external table of the skull was 
about as large as a nickel, while the 
fracture at the point where it entered 
the brain, of what is termed the in- 
ternal table, was nearly as large as a 
dollar.

The av- 
erage man would be much better off 
and would do very much better work if 
he would cut down his food and sleep 
and labor a little harder. 


''Men;eat and sleep themselves stu- 


pid. Sometimes they 
eat and sleep 


themselves into the grave. They talk 
about working too -hard. That is abso- 
lute nonsense. . Generally speaking, a 
man can't -work too hard. Work does 
him good. "Wlhy, I've worked five days 
and nights without sleep and with lit- 
tle food, and did as good work 'under 
those conditions as ever I did in mv 
life. 
This was when I was working 


on the incandescent lamp. 


"People drug themselves with sleep. 


If a man will only try to get along 
;with, less sleep he^ wjll.be surprised to 
^discover how little he really needs. 
iAnd he will find' his faculties 
very

ress and Pays Tribute to Its Gallant 
Sons—Nation's Industrial Problems 
Reviewed by the Chief Executive In 
One Address. 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 19.—President 


Roosevelt's entry into this staid old 
city was the signal for a wild dem- 
onstration from a multitude, and the 
welcoming enthusiasm only ceased 
when his train continued on its jjur- 
ney through the south. 
Mrs. Roose- 


velt shared in the honors, and Mrs. 
Montague, the wife of the governor, 
gave a reception at the executive man- 
sion in her honor. The president 
made an address at Capitol square be- 
fore one ol the largest crowds ever as- 
sembled in Virginia's capital, another 
at a banquet in Masonic temple, 
where 400 of the representative people 
of the Old Dominion were gathered 
about the boards; again at the Lee 
monument, where he spoke to a large 
number of Confederate veterans, and 
once more at a gathering of negroes. 
His addresses 
paid tribute to the 


Confederate veteran, voiced apprecia- 
tion of the economic and political 
progress of tke south since the civil 
war, pointed to his ancestry, In which 
southern and northern blood are min- 
gled, and to his birth in the east and 
his life in the west, declaring he be- 
lieved himself a middlirig good Ameri- 
can; spoke of the preponderance of 
southern 
blood in his regiment in 


Cuba; referred to the aid through ad- 
Tice that this government can give 
the peoples in the coasts and islands 
cf the Caribbean; reiterated the prin- 
ciple of equal justice to all, and in his 
talk to negroes congratulated them on 
their progress as a race. 


Referring to industrial 
problems 


President Roosevelt saiil: "The prob- 
lems that face us abroad are impor- 
tant, but the problems that face us at 
home are even more important. 
The 


extraordinary growth of industrialism 
during the last half century brings 
every civilized people face to face with 
the gravest social and economic ques- 
tions. This Is an age of combination 
amoag capitalists and combination 
among wage-workers. It is idle to try 
to prevent such combinations. Our 
efforts should be to see that they 
work for tlie good and not for the 
harm of the body politic. The crime 
of brutal disregard of the rights of 
others is as much a crime when it 
manifests itself in the shape of greed 
and brutal arrogance on trie one. side, 
as when 'it manifests itself in the 
shape of envy and lawless violence on 
the other. Our aim must be to deal 
justice to each, man; no more and no 
less. This purpose must find its ex- 
pression and support not merely in 
our collective action 
through ,the 


agencies of the" government, but in 
our social attitude." 


President Roosevelt joined Mrs. 


Roosevelt at the governor's mansion 
and a little later the distinguished vis- 
itors were escorted to the station, 
whence their train departed for Ral- 
eigh and the far south. 


LEGAL BATTLE 


Against Private Car Lines by Inter- 


state Commerce Commission. 


Washington, Oct. 19.—The inter- 


state commerce commission has insti- 
tuted a hearing .to show connection be- 
tv/een refrigerator car lines and rail- 
roads. Counsel for the commission 
directed every effort to bring out the 
fact that great railroad systems oper- 
ating their own refrigerator car lines 
give to their shippers a much lower 
rate for refrigeration than is obtained 
en roads that are compelled to operate 
in connection with private car lines. 
In this the railroads, notably the Illi- 
nois Central and the Pennsylvania, 
through their traffic managers who 
were on the stand, apparently aided 
the commission. As a result there 
were many sharp tilts between the 
counsel for the commission and tne 
attorneys for the Armour car lines 
and other private companies. The ac- 
tion of the commission in initiating 
and prosecuting the complaints has 
the double purpose of establis'Ang its 
jurisdiction over private car lines and 
correcting the evils complained of. 
The chief contest is expected to de- 
velop on the 
point of jurisdiction. 


Chairman Kuapp opened the hearing 
by reviewing the proceedings insti- 
tuted and calling up the first case, 
which was directed against practically 
&31 of tie roads of the southeastern 
Vnited S<at*s and the Armour car 
lines.

SIGNING PAPER 


Perjury Charge Likely Against an 


Insurance Witness. 


PROSECUTOR HAS THE CASE 


Mutual Life Kept Hous; at Albany 


For Certain Members of the Legis- 
lature, According to an Employe of 
the SQciety — President McCurdy 
Again Called to the Stand. 


New 
York, Oct. 19.—William M. 


Carpenter, a clo>-k in the supply de- 
partment of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company, was called before the 
legislative committee. Ho testified ho 
was 
under the direction of A. C. 


Fields, the superintendent of this de- 
pal unent, and was very close to Mr. 
Fields in his "legislative supervision" 
at Albany. Mr. Carpenter told of how 
a house has been maintained in Al- 
bany for several years at the expense 
of the Mutual Life. Mr. Fields occu- 
pied it only during the legislative ses- 
sion, and on several occasions mem- 
bers of the insurance committee of 
the legislature lived at the house with 
Mr, Fields. Mr. Carpenter leased the 
house and paid for the servants and 
supplies with money furnished him by 
the Mutual Life. No account was kept 
of these expenditures, and the money 
was -all received in vouchers calling 
for disbursements for legal expenses. 
A house has been maintained for a 
period of about 10 years in Albany 
under these conditions, but not always 
in the same street. 


The district attorney's office was 


called on by the committee because of 
testimony of one witness, and 
the 


question of an arrest for perjury is 
now being considered by Assistant 
District Attorney Rand. The witness 
in question is George J. Plunkitt, an 
18-year-old telephone operator in the 
employ of the stationery firm of L. W. 
Lawrence & Company, from whom the 
Mutual Life Insurance company pur- 
chased a great deal of its supplies of 
this nature. It was brought out in 
the testimony that among the vouch- 
ers for money charged to legal ex- 
penses was one for ?901 signed by 
George J. Plunkitt. His identity was 
not disclosed until Plunkitt was called 
to the stand. 
He testified as to his 


employment, and when shown the 
vouche'r denied that he had ever 
signed it. He further denied that he 
had ever received that amount of 
money from the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company or that.he had rendered 
the company any service. Mr. Hughes 
asked Plunkitt to write his name in 
ink on a piece of paper, which he did. 
This and the voucher wore then of- 
fered in evidence, and the similarity 
of the signatures was called to the 
attention of the committee. 


Edgar W. Rogers clerk for L. "W. 


Lawrence & Company, was called and 
was represented by John B. Stanch- 
field. Rogers is also the president of 
the Globe Printing company. He was 
shown the Plunkitt voucher, and said 
he was of the opinion that the signa- 
ture on the voucher and that written 
by Plunkitt on 'the stand were iden- 
tical. 


When • Mr. McCurdy was recalled, 


the president said he did not know 
that the Mutual Life's funds had been 
maintaining this house, although he 
did know that Mr. Fields had rented 
a house to escape the risk of illness 
in hotels. He was assured Mr. Fields 
paid $800 rent. Mr. Carpenter said 
the entire expense of running the 
house had been about $2,500. 


The matler of the subsidiary com- 


panies of the Mutual Life was taken 
up, and Mr. McCurdy said the pros- 
perity of these companies was largely 
due to the interest of the Mutual Life 
In them, but the Mutual Life did not 
control them. The reason for the for- 
mation of subsidiary companies Mr. 
McCurdy explained, remarking: "Pre- 
miums began to come in with far 
greater rapidity than we anticipated, 
and we had to iind an immediate 
means for the 
fructification of our 


monoy. The officers of the life insur- 
ance companies were not expert bank-
